inferior age 


Children diet largely upon cake and 


bread, and these articles, if light, swoet 
and composed of materials that are free 
from iniunous substances, are easily di- 
gested, nutritions and wholesome '.there 
IH a danger to our children, however, 
lurking in their bread and cake which is 
too often lost sight of. These articles are 
now leavened largely by baking powders, 
and when pure and wholesome baking 
powders are used they make not only the 
most palatable food, but one much more 
wholesome and nutritive than if leavened 
with yeast or cieam of. tartar and soda 
Tho trouble arises from the fact as shown 
by recent scientific tests by the Govern- 
ment chemiets and by oiUoial boards of

Prof. Willis Parker, U 8 Sargeon- 
Gonral Hammond, Prof. Alonzo Clark, 
moat eminent physicians ot New York, 
with scores of others, have written and 
spoken most earnestly of the evils aria- 
ing from partaking of such, food 
There 


should be as muoh care in the ohoioe of 
a baking powder as in obtaining pure
